Design for a Stained 
Glass Window 


We have intended for some time to call 
your attention to Erik Hoberg whose 
work in woodblock prints has already 
merited him a place in the print collec- 
tions of both the Brooklyn Museum and 
the Museum of Modern Art. The process 
Mr. Hoberg uses is one that is partly his 
own and partly a variation of an 
old Chinese rubbing technique, which 
together result in some unusually brilliant 
and luminous color effects. This luminous 
quality is perhaps the most striking fea- 
ture of his work, for one’s first impression 
of the prints is that of viewing a stained 
glass window. Designs are chiefly non- 
objective. being made up of geometric 
and free curves forming intricate patterns 
in an abundant fusion of colors. A few 
are objective such as “Faces on Ninth 
Avenue” with a multi-colored central fig- 
ure surrounded by mask-like faces, or 
“The Dance” with a spectre-shaped form. 
The colors are produced by a fushion 
of wax crayons and ink and are alike 
in no two prints even though the same 
design may be used. There are prints in 
many sizes, some as small as six by eight 
inches, others being twelve by seventeen 
or larger. They are available to the trade 
at Chantal Art, 279 Park Avenue, New 
York. 


Face-Lift At Bethlehem

you visit the newly-revamped showroom 
of Bethlehem Furniture Manufacturing 
Corporation at 2 Park Avenue, in New 
York, for this dynamic firm has turned 
their limited space into a truly idea-inspir- 
ing set-up of small almost-room settings.

The 
soft warm tones of fruitwood and painted 
finishes—on the finest of walnut woods 
which they use for every piece-—suggest 
the charm of the era brought into renewed 
popularity today. The showroom, designed 
by Donald B. Goodman, highlights old as 
well as new designs. The latter include 
several occasional pieces, a fine, deep desk, 
a server-bar that is keyed to sumptuous 
entertaining all at one spot, and many 
other innovations in traditional Provincial 
manner. 


Furniture Units 
Featuring Convertible 
Sofa-Beds 


We are always interested in new sources 
for interior designers and particularly so 
when we come across one making hard- 
to-find items for the trade. According to 
our files and letters we have received 
from our readers, convertible type sofa- 





beds are definitely in that category. A. 
Schneller Sons, 117 East 29th Street, 
New York, has come up with a new 
version as well as a group of other furni- 
ture items, outstanding for their versa- 
tility. Although modern in concept, sofa- 
beds are adaptable to rooms of any period 
and are particularly suitable, of course, 
for homes or apartments where there is 
limited space. The principle of the 
Schneller sofa-bed is one of simplicity 
with an easy-to-handle mechanism. The 
mattress is in three sections. When the 
bed is closed, the front section rests on 
a wooden base with webbed surfacing 
placed over springs. The second 
section of the mattress forms the 
back piece and rests against a wooden 
bookcase-like construction which is four- 
teen inches wide at the bottom, but in 
following the slant of the back rest, 
tapers to a width of ten inches at the 
top. The third part of the mattress slides 
up into this framework. The entire unit 
can either be placed against a wall in 
which case the top of the frame can be 
used for decorative accessories, or it can 
be used as a room divider with book 
shelves inserted in the back portion of 
the frame. By pulling the seat forward 
the three mattress sections fall into place 
to form a full-length double bed, and by 
reversing the process it can be easily 
closed. The standard width of the piece 
is 72” although it may be ordered in any 
number of different sizes. Mattresses are 
foam rubber or hair and spring construc- 
tion. Fabric for upholstery may be ob- 
tained from the firm, or clients may 
choose their own. Three to four weeks 
are required to fill an order. . . . The 
Schneller showroom is different from the 
usual one in which may pieces offered 
by the firm are displayed on their floors. 
There are perhaps a dozen or so samples, 
but the atmosphere is one of work and 
creation rather than display. It makes 
up for any glamour which may be 
missing, however, by an invitation to 
“roll up your sleeves and get to work,” 
for the firm is by no means occupied 
solely with designing and making con- 
vertible sofa-beds. What usually happens 
is this: interior designers and their clients 
sit down with Arthur Schneller, and 
starting with a sofa-bed, work up plans 
and designs for an entire room. Pieces 
in the group might include end tables, 
chairs, chests of drawers, coffee tables, 
bar-radio-phonograph cabinets — even 
lamps. No item seems to faze the talents 
of Mr. Schneller and his staff. After the 
design and construction have been de- 
cided upon according to the size and type 
of room in which the pieces are to be 
used, the plans are then sent into the 
workshops on the premises where every- 
thing is made. Although new in the field, 
here—obviously—is a firm with ideas.

The first prize of $150 was 
awarded to Elizabeth Bergh of the New York 
School of Interior Design for a design incorpo- 
rating a contemporary fish motif; the second 
prize of $100 was won by Julio Obelmejias, also 
of the New York School of Interior Design, for 
an interesting line drawing interpreting butter- 
flies with carnations in apothecary jars; the 
third prize of $50 went to Mrs. Margaret Robin- 
son, of the Whitman School of Interior Decora- 
tion, for a non-objective design; and honorary 
mention was given Bernard Langlais, of the 
Brooklyn Museum Art School, for an abstract 
design with an Egyptian flavor. 

The competition was judged by Interior De- 
signers Elizabeth Draper, A.I.D., and William 
Pahlmann, A.I.D., by Phelps Warren, of Katzen- 
back & Warren, Louis Goodenough, editor of 
Retailing Daily, and Ruth Van Sien, fabric 
buyer of Lord & Taylor.

DETROIT INSTITUTE OF ARTS 


Honors in the Fleischman International Car- 
pet Competition, ninety designs of which are 
currently on view at the Detroit Institute of Arts, 
are equally divided between artists of the United 
States and foreign countries. Winner of both first 
prize of $1000 and second prize of $350 is Leo 
Wollner of Vienna, Austria; winner of third 
prize is George R. Duncan, Jr. of Oakland, Cali- 
fornia; and fourth is Ed Traynor of Bloomfield 
Hills, Michigan. Of the ten designs winning 
honorable mention and awards of $50 each, five 
are by Americans and five by European artists. 
Artists from forty-three nations outside the U. S. 
submitted, the accepted designs representing 
Austria, Germany, Sweden, England, France, 
Finland, Holland and Denmark. 

The design winning first place is an overall 
pattern of crossed black lines forming rectangles 
of various sizes, the colors within the rectangles 
varying about every six inches from blue to blue- 
green to purple. 

“A major purpose of the competition,” said 
Dr. Edgar P. Richardson, Director of the 
Detroit Institute of Arts and chairman of the 
competition jury “was to look for interesting

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@ EXPERT GUIDANCE 


Editor’s Note: An address on the client-interior designer re- 
lationship, by Kim Hoffman, A.I.D., of the firm of Kim Hoff- 
man-Stephen Heidrich, was delivered at the New York Public 
Library on Fifth Avenue, March 17th. A condensation of the 
talk is printed here. 

When you are sick you have the choice of going to a 
quack, or buying a patent medicine at the drugstore, or 
going to an M.D. In the field of interior design there are 
also quacks, drugstores and registered doctors. The 
quacks will try to tempt you in many guises. They write 
on their shingle, “I can get it for you wholesale,” but 
they sell you second-grade merchandise and cash in on 
the “kickbacks.” Still others are recognized as having 
invested in a sales certificate and a whirlwind course 
at an obscure school that took their money in exchange 
for a certificate attesting their attendance during two 
easy months. 

The qualified interior designer (so called here to dis- 
tinguish him from the upholstery-shop decorator and 
the pocket-book decorator) bases his success on years of 
study and research in school and more years as an as- 
sistant to an expert. He learns how far his imagination 
may be translated into reality; he also learns that even a 


sound plan is not always a guaranty for a successful 





execution, for some of these theoretically correct plans 
spell a great deal of hardship in their execution. By this 
method he learns to create a pleasant work relation with 
his shops and workrooms, and during these years of 
preparation he is able to select a group of reliable work- 
men who are willing to cooperate with him even under 
difficulties. And so he learns that he cannot solve all 
designing problems with one single formula of chintzes 
and wrought iron furniture alone. Just as the doctor 
cannot cure every illness with penicillin, so the experi- 
enced interior designer finds an individual answer to 
suit the psychological, economical and local needs of 
his clientele. 

The qualified interior designer who has to “take over” 
where the quack left off hears all sorts of complaints. 
Aside from lack of taste, there is also the lack of efficiency. 
These victims of the quack frequently refer to him or 
her as the “pocket-book decorator” or the “eight-per- 
center.” Eight per cent is the quack’s usual fee, but with 
this sum (if he or she does not derive additional kick- 
backs from the showrooms or a retainer fee) no office can 
be maintained nor a secretary’s or draftsman’s salary be 
paid, not even that of the delivery boy, consequently the 


m A HOUSE IS NOT A MACHINE TO LIVE IN 


One of the causes of our current architectural stagna- 
tion is that type of so-called architecture known as the 
international style. This school of thought originated in 
Europe in the early part of this century and was imported 
to this country in the 1930s. It is not indigenous to this 
country, nor is it appropriate to its native land, for in its 
present form it is incomplete and immature. It is an artifi- 
cial weak-rooted cutting transplanted from a foreign hot 
house. Hence it is languishing on our American soil. 

Throughout the history of man’s cultural development, 
there are to be found examples of styles that have been 
the result of a protest against a tight tradition. The 
rococo style is an example. It was a protest against the 
strict formalism of the Vitruvious school of thought. 

From the 15th Century up to the 19th Century, men 
were imbued with the classic tradition. To them applied 
classic forms produced architecture. It was not until the 
19th Century that a trend away from the classic tradition 
began to appear. The first one to sense a higher and 
greater principle of art was M. Violet-le-Duc. He opened 
the way to freedom and truth in design. A revolution had 
begun 

The next shining light to appear was Louis Sullivan. It 
was in 1880 that Sullivan first voiced the thought that

form follows function. This great truth of Sullivan’s ex- 
emplified by the work of his apt pupil, Frank Lloyd 
Wright, crept into the architectural thinking of Europe. 
Both Sullivan and Wright developed a vital concept of 
the truth that form follows function. They knew that 
beauty is the result of the development of principle; that 
architecture not only has to house the body but that it has 
to feed the soul as well. In short, they recognized that 
architecture is an Art. 

The European designers saw the wonderful results of 
the principle but they took only a cursory glance at 
the principle itself. Without further ado they fastened 
onto one small part of the whole, and then only had a 
vague understanding of its real meaning. “Functionalism” 
became their battle cry! 

To a point one can have a certain admiration for these 
men who developed the international style. They strug- 
gled to cast off the fetters of classicism. What they 
achieved, however, was merely a protest against the classic 
tradition. As such it was to be admired. But they de- 
veloped only one tiny phase of Sullivan’s “form follows 
function.” The deplorable part of it all is that they 
thought they had attained the ultimate. They had created 
a style. From then on, instead of applying a classic ex- 
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quack works from his apartment and keeps all his notes 
in his pocket-book. Hence the name, “pocket-book 
decorator.” It stands to reason that these quacks working 
outside their apartments, and therefore impossible to 
reach by telephone to check the progress being made on 
their jobs or the quality of the merchandise being sup- 
plied or to expedite deliveries, are never as efficient as the 
established firm where a skeleton staff is available at all 
times. Therefore the victims of the pocket-book decora- 
tors soon have cause to complain about faulty mer- 
chandise, extremely slow deliveries and the lack of con- 
tact with their advisers. 

For the aforementioned reasons, the home-owner 
should visit the consultant firm to convince himself or 
herself of the fact that an efficient organization stands 
back of their interior designer. 

No home-owner will suffer a calamity for lack of con- 
sulation with an interior designer, but he may do a 
great deal of harm to his pocketbook by fumbling and 
stumbling along: by shopping altogether at mill-end 
stores, and patronizing sales, by buying furniture at 
auction without an expert plan, or simply discovering 
that purchases do not fit into the home in size, color 
or design. Or he may see in a publication a design that 
is suitable for one particular problem, but in no way 
adaptable to his own. Too, he may order a copy from 


terior, they applied an international style exterior. 

They built up many catch phases and much artistic 
double-talk, a great deal of which was filched from the 
philosophy of Louis Sullivan. They could talk up a fine 
architectural renaissance, but when they tried to produce 
they got no further than their original embryonic concep- 
tion. 

Continuing in this vein, it was not long before they 
ceased to give credit to their original source of inspira- 
tion. Soon they were proclaiming to the world that they 
and their fellows had conceived the idea that “form fol- 
lows function.” 

Unfortunately, Americans are prone to admire a for- 
eign article simply because it is foreign. Here in our own 
country the great truths, realities and principles of archi- 
tecture were and are being expressed by America’s own 
Frank Lloyd Wright. 

Sometime in the early 1930’s the foreign step-children 
of the original great truth began to come back to this 
country. Some came directly from Europe, others via 
Brazil and now still more via Mexico. This importation 
is but the empty shell of a principle, hailed as a great new 
movement—the international style. 


These international stylists have lost the important 
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some inexpensive craftsman only to find that neither 
design nor craftsmanship turn out satisfactorily. 

By now it should be pretty obvious that between the 
“I can get it for you wholesale” method and the “I 
can do it myself” attitude, you can spend quite a bit of 
money without value being received. Expertly channeled, 
this money might otherwise have gone toward beautify- 
ing the home. 

Needless to say, it makes a much harder job for the 
expert to rehabilitate the victims of those two methods 
than to start from scratch. For by now the victims have 
spent most of their budgets, and cling to their last pen- 
nies, but still they expect miracles from the expert. 

The question still remains, after all is said and done, 
as to where can you find an interior designer of integrity 
and experience, and what can you expect from him and 
on what basis can he work with you? There are several 
ways of locating such an expert. You can call the A.I.D. 
or the I.D.I. for suggestions or for the listing of its mem- 
bers near you. Or you can select a firm whose work 
appealed to you in a magazine or other publication. 
Reliable schools will also be glad to recommend their 
instructors and graduate students. -Or, finally, the im- 
pressive results at a public exhibition of interiors or the 
décor in a friend’s house or apartment will provide

conception that architecture is an art. Perhaps they did 
not lost it, perhaps they never found it. They prepare a 
plan then apply international style inside and out. This 
is no improvement over the classic tradition which did 
the same thing. In a sense it is a step backward, for the 
classicists at least applied a little beauty on the outside, 
while the international stylist, being afraid of applied 
ornament and having no conception of integral orna- 
ment, applied negation in an unenlightened interpreta- 
tion of simplicity. 

They proclaim the dogma that “form follows function, 
therefore the result is beautiful.” Only one example is 
necessary to expose this myth, namely, the telephone pole. 
Those who use the functionlist expressions so glibly, have 
no conception of their real significance. They use the ex- 
pressions to cover all sorts of functional monstrosities, 
and no one steps forward to question the flowing func- 
tional explanations, which are merely excuses for poor 
design. 

They particularly like “a house is a machine to live in.” 
To them this sums up in entirety the function of a house. 
They do not see that a great deal is lacking if a house is 
only a machine to live in.

Mantels and Much More 


With an eye to serving many needs of 
the interior designer, Ye Olde Mantel 
Shoppe, 327 East 48th Street, New York 
is constantly acquiring unusual and rare 
pieces to supplement their fine collection 
of old mantels. We were somewhat sur- 
prized to learn, for instance, that they 
carried a large assortment of clocks: 
hand-carved pieces with wood finished to 
order; clocks made from copper skillets 
and even from old warming pans which 
would add a cheery note to any kitchen. 
For your clients whose tastes tend to- 
wards the baroque, there is a vast assort- 
ment of tile stoves of all shapes and 
sizes, of French, English, American and 
Scandinavian origin. A recent addition 
is a charming bedroom stove from 
Scandinavia. Of white tile with simple 
decoration of pale blue, pink and gold, 
it stands six feet high, has a circular top 
with a fringe-shaped finial and a square 
base. One of the most unusual Franklin 
stoves we have ever seen is small, painted 
white, and in the shape of a Grecian 
temple with four Doric columns support- 
ing a roof. Smoke and fire pass through 
the columns thus assuring even distribu- 
tion of the heat. Other we-didn’t-know- 
they-carried items include small marble- 
topped tables and fountains. We liked a 
dignified Italian fountain 
with its cherubs, angels and garlands 
carved in white marble. And not to 
overlook the specialty of Ye Olde Mantcl 
Shoppe: they have just acquired a num-

ber of Victorian marble mantels from 
old Washington Square homes, reminders 
of a bygone era of opulence and high- 
style living. There are mantels, of course, 
of every period and type, antique and re- 
production, many in a remarkably low 
price range. One can obtain an old iron 
fireplace with marble mantel for as little 
as $95 retail. Reproduction wooden 
mantels, simply but beautifully carved, 
average $145 retail, and many of their 
early American and English pine mantels 
are also in this low price category. 


Hand-loomed Fabrics 


Stepping into the work- and showroom 
of Willich-Franke, 305 East 63rd Street, 
New York, gives the pleasant impression 
of entering upon a scene from the past 
which one might encounter in the pages 
of Charles Dickens. Here, by hand loom, 
Miss Grete Franke and her three assist- 
ants turn out custom fabrics of a quality 
unobtainable in the general market of 
machine-produced goods. Through the 
hand-looming process, all the full textural 
qualities of the original yarns are brought 
out. Heavy yarns produce a sturdy, rugged 
quality which makes the fabric appro- 
priate for upholstery or draperies where 
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a textured effect is desired. Miss Franke 
has recently added a modern touch of 
interest to many of her fabrics by the use 
of Metlon, the non-tarnishing metallic 
yarn. Unusual and dramatic is a drapery 
fabric of beige and grey felt strips with 
gold and silver Metlon covered yarn for 
the warp threads. A rich chenille fabric, 
also with gold and silver Metlon, has 
been dyed in muted tones of coral, grey 
er beige, and is used for bedspreads on 
several of our luxury liners. Miss Franke’s 
repertory of designs is constantly being 
augmented, for each new job presents 
different problems and usually calls for 
special fabrics. Not long ago she was 
commissioned to make all fabrics for a 
new home in Long Island—upholstery, 
draperies, bedspreads—all designed and 
dyed according to the plans of the in- 
terior designer. In addition to the fabrics, 
she made, for doors and several of the 
walls, panels woven with hemp and gold 
strips of Metlon—a striking example of 
the way in which Miss Franke has com- 
bined an ancient art with modern ma- 
terials. 


Ancient Art from 
Faraway Places 


If passersby on Third Avenue stop short 
in their tracks these days, it may well be 
due to the bizarre and somewhat startling 
effect of coming face to face in that 
elevated and polytypical section of New 
York City with a Mpongwe mask from 
the French Congo or an African fetish 
figure displayed in the windows as part 
of the fabuluous collection of the Carle- 
bach Gallery. The native art of primitive 
peoples holds a mysterious fascination and 
for good reason. Not only does it stimu- 
late the imagination and evoke impres- 
sions of strange places, but it also often 
presents the enigma of how, for instance, 
did uncivilized natives of Nigeria in the 
seventeenth century evolve such a com- 
plicated process as to produce a hand- 
somely molded bronze figure of a head. 
Julius Carlebach, who acted as our cice- 
rone through his two-floor gallery, pointed 
out such interesting facts on several of 
the unusual pieces which he has assembled 
over many years of collecting. Interior 
designers who are looking for African 
motifs will find an abundant choice 
among the wealth of carved ivory statues, 
stylized animal figures used as headgear 
for ceremonial dances, and literally hun- 
dreds of wooden wall masks and carved 
figures. These pieces blend well with 
contemporary settings probably because, 
like modern painting, they tend towards 
the abstract. A special exhibition which 
has just opened is made up of South Sea 
art objects—gayer in feeling and gen- 
erally larger in size than the African 
pieces. There are sculptures of life-size, 
free-standing figures; totem figures; 
wooden battle shields; symbolic pieces 


depicting tribal rites and conjuring up 
visions of ancient myths and legends. All 
items are available to the trade at the 
Carlebach Gallery, 937 Third Avenue, 
New York. 


Cockleshells a la 
Berman 


The many-faceted talent of Eugene Ber- 
man has found a new creative outlet in 
art objects made up of unusual bits of 
marine life, fauna, dried cork and even 
scraps of paper. Far from producing the 
scavenger effect of Sally’s seashells, how- 
ever, there is a baroque feeling in the 
composition of these objects—sometimes 
lightly grotesque, sometimes gaily ab- 
stract—all elusive to description. There 
are single pieces such as an oblong half- 
petrified sponge on which is sketched in 
black ink a face looking for all the world 
like that of the genie escaping from 
Aladdin’s lamp, a jaunty faced piece 
of lucite is attached to a shell and 
mounted on a small slab of marble 
(this would make a wonderful paper- 
weight, or it can be mounted on the 
wall). And remember those old-fashioned 
marine shadowboxes one used to see in the 
parlors of Cape Cod cottages? Mr. Ber- 
man has added a new wrinkle to this 
favorite hobby of oldtime seafarers. His 
shadowboxes still display objects from 
the sea; but he has added in the manner 
of a collage, unlikely strips of metal and 
bits of cardboard which have been charred 
in spots to produce abstract designs. One 
such assortment has a three-dimensional 
effect created by the insertion of a middle 
section of glass in the box. We hate to ad- 
mit defeat in our powers of description, 
but these are definitely things which 
must be seen to be appreciated. The see- 
ing and appreciating can be done at 
Obelisk Interiors, 802 Madison Avenue, 
New York.

in greige antique taffeta acquired in Italy, their richness 


| enhanced with gold thread woven into the fabric, and 
| the valances have jabots fastened at the top by antique 


gilt rosettes. Opposite the fireplace, and filling the spa- 
cious area in the center of the room, is an antique ma- 
hogany gaming table with accompanying gilt Venetian 
chairs covered in tufted apricot antique silk. At the end 
of the room are paneled doors, in the Venetian manner, 
opening into the dining room. To one side of the door- 
way is a marble-top Louis XVI console table, flanked 
by sconces, an antique example painted and gilded, hold- 
ing a rare china compote filled with porcelain fruit; at 
the other side of the doorway is an antique Venetian 
corner settee, cushioned in grisaille blue silk, inspired 
by the paintings on the opposite wall, before which is 
placed an oval téle tea table. A description of this beauti- 
ful room would not be complete without mention of the 
fine accessories especially selected for it, including the 
antique opaline vases, magnificent Baccarat crystal chan- 
delier, a museum piece, now wired for electricity, and 
precious objets d’art in cut crystal and gold. 

The dining room has a decorative scheme inspired by 
the rare Regency crystal and bronze doré lighting fixture 
with a design of grapes and leaves fired in its reflector 
bowl of Bristol glass. The broad windows filling one wall 
here are entirely curtained in rich fullness, the silk 
curtains—in three tiers—accordian-pleated and _pat- 
terened to resemble gold leaf applied on off-white fabric. 
The remaining three walls have been covered with the 
same material which, with the aubergine rubber tile 
floor with its decorative inlaid white pattern, is a highly 
pleasing background for the fine furniture, including a 
Regency extension dining table of amboyna wood, the 
top crossbanded with rosewood, and accompanying set 
of antique Venetian Directoire armchairs, in original 
white paint, now upholstered in téte-de-négre silk. A 
garniture for the dining table holds a flower arrangement 
and repeats the crystal and bronze doré motif of the 
chandelier. A pair of rare Venetian tambour cabinets 
holding antique silver vessels is stationed against the wall 
opposite the doorway, and on the wall above have been 
hung a superb Louis XVI barometer and pendant clock. 
A rare green and white Venetian cabinet opposite holds 
the owner’s collection of fine Old Paris porcelain. The 
door to the kitchen is screened by folding louvered panels 
set in an Italian baroque frame painted off-white. 

In this apartment color flows smoothly from room to 
room. And in the library, opening off the entrance hall, 
there is a dramatic beige and black color scheme, with 
undertones of amber, all very beautiful and very satisfy- 
ing from an artistic viewpoint. The furniture here has 
been made part of the decorative scheme, contributing 
color through both the dark accents of the wood tones 
and the color of the upholstery. The draw-curtains of 
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wool and silk are patterned in an interesting bamboo 
design developed in soft black and biege-gray on off- 
white. A specially designed sofa, winged by a pair of 
sculptured black metal cranes converted into floor lamps, 
which does not appear in the photograph of the room, 
is covered in an imported French wool fabric patterned 
in white and amber, supplementing the white cushions 
of the teakwood Chinese barber chairs opposite. This 
exhilirating white note in the room is balanced by the 
walls striéd brown and white to emphasize the coloring 
of the curtains which, with the off-white carpet and ceil- 
ing, form a perfect background for the exotic furniture 
selected for its interesting design. Contrasting accents 
appear in Chinese carvings and in the amber-color cush- 
ions on the sofa and on the antique wrought iron stools 
at the unusual Regency table desk, developed in a bam- 
boo design. The library acquires additional interest with 
a specially designed built-in mirrored bar and a specially 
designed built-in TV cabinet with sliding panel hiding 
the screen, located near the entrance. 

In the large master bedroom, as indeed throughout the 
entire apartment, the sure hand of the interior designer 
is evidenced in architectural changes and an arrange- 
ment of furniture that have netted excellent results. The 
window wall, for instance, has been furred out into the 
room to accomodate louvered blinds removed from an 


old plantation house, and behind them white sheer silk

café curtains have been hung on large brass rods, the 
entire window-wall framed by overcurtains shirred in the 
manner of Vienna shades. The very effective color 
scheme derives its chief interest from pale apricot walls 
used as a foil for a Directoire unglazed chintz of the 
same color patterned in téte-de-négre which has been 
used for overcurtains, specially designed bedspread and 
pillows. Mention should also be made here of the beauti- 
ful handmade trimming used to give the bed great chic. 
The carpet is a matching apricot color, specially dyed. 
The furniture in this beautiful room is notable for its 
selectivity and for its quality, and includes the exception- 
ally interesting antique double brass bed, a Louis XV 
painted cabinet, and a large marble dressing table with 
accompanying Venetian mirror, unfortunately not re- 
vealed in the photograph of the room. Flanking the bed is 
a pair of Louis XV commodes holding antique brass 
bouillotte lamps and vases for flowers, and on the wall 
above is a grouping of 18th-century Venetian paintings 
in original gilt frames. 

The entire apartment represents a masterly coordina- 
tion of interior designing by Interior Designer Lea D. 
Epstein, who has brought to it not only a sure knowledge 
of antique furniture and accessories derived from experi- 
ence, but the assurance of sound training in creating 
authoritative schemes of décor.

further leads for good professional service. 

And just what can you expect from the interior de- 
signer? He will analyze your problems, work out solu- 
tions, draw plans, establish scientific lighting schemes 
and offer suitable color suggestions. He will also line up 
sources of furniture and furnishings, such as fabrics, floor 
coverings and wallpapers, to be purchased from stock 
collections. In addition he will submit blueprints for the 
construction of specially designed pieces of furniture. 
In conjunction with these plans, he will of course sub- 
mit estimates and samples for approval, and colored 
sketches of the rooms under consideratior will complete 
his work. Based on this comprehensive plan, the home- 
owner will arrive at a clear picture of his future house 
or apartment before the actual work begins. 

The interior designer will lead the way to dependable 
firms and workshops which he has patronized for years. 
Based on his analysis of the homefurnishings market, 
he will point out short-cuts and savings and at the same 
time help the client to express her own personality in- 
stead of resorting to a blanket formula in creating an 
atmosphere to suit her individuality. | 





Depending upon his method of working, the interior 
designer may work under various conditions and cope | 
with different budgets. His analysis of the layout and 
plan is usually compensated through a retainer fee which | 
is often credited in part to the final bill if his estimates | 
are accepted. 


|

Sometimes the designer may choose to work as a con- 
sultant only, drawing up plans that permit his client 
to farm out the work to her own local shops. On the 
other hand he may be commissioned to supervise the 
progress of the work, and accept orders to have all 
furniture and constructions built by his regular shops. 
In the case of the consultation and supervision, usually 
a flat fee or a percentage payment is the basis for a con- 
tract with his client. In the case of complete supplying 
of all work, services and merchandise through the in- 
terior designer, prices are often quoted according to the 
value of the particular job. 

The interior designer specifies all detaiis in blueprints, 
estimates and contracts, and he eliminates all possible 
doubts by clear descriptions and signatures requested 
from his clients under all written and drawn data. 

From all the foregoing explanation it will be seen 





that to have an interior designer plan your home is a} 





great advantage. This advantage should not be spoiled | 
by eliminating his ideas and substituting suggestions of 
friends. Unlike the M.D., most interior designers wel-| 
come a first preliminary consultation, free of charge and

INTERIOR DESIGNERS’ 
BOOKSHELF 


FORMS AND FUNCTIONS OF 20th 
CENTURY ARCHITECTURE 
Edited by Talbot Hamlin. Illustrated 
with 3,745 illustrations, both line draw- 
ings and photographs, large format. 4 
vols., 3,466 pp. New York: Columbia 
University Press. $75 the set. 

This masterly work on architecture is the most com- 
prehensive that has been published in recent years. And 
with Talbot Hamlin, Professor of Architecture at Colum- 
bia University, it is, as might be expected, not only in- 
structive but encyclopedic in its scope. 

The four volumes have been organized in logical se- 
quence. The first volume, on the structural and aesthetic 
aspects of architecture, deals with the Elements of Build- 
ing, the functions of various rooms, the problems of 
circulation, of structure, of detail, of landscaping, and of 
interior design; Vol. I covers the Principles of Composi- 
tion, the esthetic problems of proportion, scale and style, 
and the different forms resulting from different structural 
systems; in Vols. III and IV, covering building types, the 
author calls upon the specialists in the various fields to 
discuss in over fifty chapters what goes into the designing 
of a house, school, church, or city, that our complex 
civilization requires. 

“Giving quality in buildings lies in the directness and 
clarity of functional expression,” says the author. “Noth- 
ing expresses use or emotions that are foreign to its true 
character in buildings than an attempt to make a build- 
ing express use or emotions that are foreign to its true 
nature.” 

Of fenestration, Prof. Hamlin writes: “Modern arch- 
itecture has brought with it not only a trend toward 
greater window areas but also a tendency to concentrate 
these areas as well as the remaining wall space. Older 
methods of design, such as those which controlled 
Renaissance, Baroque, and Colonial building, produced 
generally staccato rhythms of light and dark, the verti- 
cal openings alternating with relatively small vertical 
wall spaces. The influence of this type of composition on 
the furniture of the time was marked; for example, high- 
boys, tall secretaries, and chairs with high vertical backs 
were characteristic of the earlier tradition, for they em- 
phasized and fitted the vertical staccato rhythms of the 
walls and windows. Twentieth-century ideals call for 
quieter and more legato rhythms. The basic window pro- 
portion now tends to be horizontal rather than vertical, 
and that tendency is reflected in the strongly stressed 
horizontal lines of most modern furnishing. . . .”

By the same process of thought a theatre is a machine 
to be entertained in; a dance hall is a machine to dance 
in; a perfume shop a machine to sell perfume in; a res- 
taurant a machine to eat in; and a church a machine to 
worship in. It all rather suggests that you drop a nickle in 
the slot, pull a lever and get living, entertainment or 
religion. 

If forms follow functions, and they do unless warped 
and twisted by the mind of man, what then is the func- 
tion of the form pine, oak or rose? Surely they are not 
machines for doing something or other. What is the func- 
tion of a pine that is so different from the function of an 
oak? What is the function man that has produced the 
form man? 

Surely the answers are not a glib “a house is a machine 
to live in,” for if these were answered in truth we would 
have the answers to the universe.

HISTORIC SILVER 


It is reported from England that silver-and-gold- 
smiths see little future for their craft beyond the fillip 
which will be given it by the forthcoming Coronation 
occasions. It is said that owing to purchase tax, export 
difficulties and other mundane reasons this ancient art 
may even be in danger of total extinction in Britain. 

If this be so, a craft which has defied the vicissitudes 
of English history for fourteen centuries has found in this 
age a lack of true appreciation which may spell its doom. 

The goldsmith’s craft is of high antiquity in England. 
A guild of these artists existed as early as the 12th cen- 
tury, although it was a hundred and fifty years later be- 
fore the guild was incorporated. It was from this period 
that it became customary to mark precious metal works 
with the leopard’s head, the maker’s mark and the date- 
letter. At the same period it became mandatory to have 
silver officially assayed and officially stamped. But the 
origins of the art go back ot the sixth century of the 
Christian Era, when the work of the Kentish smiths was 
held in particularly high esteem, and of which at least 
two examples of their work are still preserved in the 
British Museum. 

In the later development of the art in England, the 
Stuart Restoration in 1660 provided a considerable in- 
centive for development, and the growth of the craft was 
fertilized richly by the influx of Huguenot refugees a 
quarter of a century later. And if English artistry in 
precious metals never equalled that of Italy under Cellini 
in the Florentine Renaissance, it did attract and benefit 
from the genius of such men as Robert Adam and John 
Flaxman. 

The antiquity of the craft in England, however great, 
is but slight in comparison with its history in other coun- 
tries. Both gold and silver were artistically worked in 
Greece of the Homeric age and in the Crete of the 
Minoan civilization, both flourishing in the region of two 
thousand years before the Christian Era. Indeed, it was 
probably from the Levantine countries that the art of 
working precious metals was brought to Western Europe, 
although there are Celtic scholars who would deny that 
it was in any sense an import. 

It is this ancient art which is now in jeopardy in 
Britain. It may well be that this is but another example 
of our modern tendency to lay the emphasis on quantity 
rather than on quality, on a plethora of very ordinary 
articles in place of one work of art. It may be argued, 
of course, that present circumstances have made true 
craftsmanship an economic impossibility. Yet there is a 
lasting pleasure in a piece of artistry which cannot be 
equalled by the mere multiplication of possessions, espe- 
cially those of an inferior grade. If the desuetude of the 
goldsmith’s art is in reality a sign of our times, then it is 
a profoundly disquieting one.

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SUNDRY NOTES ON DESIGNING 


Editor's Note: The following pithy paragraphs have been 
gleaned from Sundry Notes on Interior Designing, a bright little 
bulletin issued from time to time by Interior Designer Leonard 
Hamilton, Washington, D. C., for his clientele. 


“The spoon,” as a soda-water maker used to advertise, 
“is the enemy of the highball.” We would like to add 
that some of today’s power-packed vacuum cleaners 
are the enemies of rugs and carpets. We have all watched 
with astonishment the rush of motor car manufacturers 
to add power and more power to their engines. Chrysler 
comes out with one rated at 185 hp., Lincoln tops it 
with a car rated at 205 hp., and now Cadillac puts a 
215 hp. engine in its newest car. The same competitive 
zeal apparently has overtaken vacuum cleaner com- 
panies and some of their machines appear sufficiently 
powerful now to pull teeth! We like to sell beautiful 
carpets, and possibly we should be grateful for a machine 
which seems intent on creating a constant market for 
new floor coverings, but truth to tell we would prefer 
our carpets being worn out in long use. We hate to see 
good carpets go down—or rather up—the maw of a 
vacuum Cleaner, fiber by fiber. For our clients who have 
cleaned their carpets down to the bare bones, we are 
happy to recommend handsome new rugs, but we also 
advise them strongly to get an old-fashioned carpet 
sweeper or a broom. 

* * * 

Belatedly coming again into preference as a decorative 
material is our old friend felt. We have been using it 
lately for pillows, chair bottoms and table covers. It has 
many more uses as well. As you know, felt is one of the 
more decorative materials because it takes dye so well and 
gives back color to the eye so magnificently. We offer to 
our clients this splendid fabric in no less than 61 colors, 
including 11 shades of brown or 13 blues. And, be it 
noted, felt has a soft lustrous appearance without the 
fibrous character of the more familiar kind. It drapes 
beautifully, too, and comes a whole 2 yards wide, so a 
little goes a long way. To the client the price is a trifle 
under $10 a yard—a real bargain in this day and age. 

* * * 

A current cliché of retail advertising is the use of 
the word, decorator. It is applied to lamps, to ranges 
of carpet colors—and to dozens of other items. A mis- 
nomer if there ever was. It seems that if a lamp is a nice 
one it can get sold just as a lamp; but let the makers 
add all the frills and junk that they can think of, and 
it becomes straight-away a “decorator” lamp. And ap- 
parently any line of colors, even plain old red, green 
and blue, somehow get a touch of magic when the word, 
“decorator” is added. This, be it known, is one of the 
reasons why fewer and fewer practioners in the pro- 
fession term themselves “interior decorators.” The smart 
term now is “interior designer.” Perhaps this will serve 


until adv. writers catch on.

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A little research into the history of art will soon explode 
the well worn theory that art illustrates history of an age 
of a society. It would be more correct to suggest that its 
mission is to complement a given situation, and to ex- 
press the things that cannot otherwise find expression. 

To take a few random examples, we might consider 
the Acropolis with its classic repose and calm, and the 
Greeks who built it, men who, like Demosthenes, de- 
lighted in polemics; whose “democracy” was based un- 
ashamedly on slave labor; and whose political leaders 
were frequently nothing but cunning tub-thumpers 
haranguing a crowd of ill-kempt and unsavory indi- 
viduals with the mentality of a modern football crowd. 

Or we might return in imagination to the Gothic 
Age, and the hard-drinking, foul-mouthed robber-barons 
whose castles perched like the eagle’s eerie on the crags 
of the Rhineland, local tryants who mocked God and 
man, but found it politic to support the building of a 
local church or cathedral, whose slim spire rose heaven- 
ward, directing pious men’s thoughts to things supernal. 

Or we might go to Norway in the early 18th century, 
when the free-born tenant farmer delighted in Baroque 
motifs for his interiors, little knowing that the Baroque 
was the style of the benevolent despot. 

We have been told that the general decline in style 
and taste which was a feature of the Victorian Age, 
was due to the fact that little children were employed 
in factories and captains of industry were grinding the 
faces of the poor in the dust—or so father Ruskin 
would have us believe, if we have read his Stones of 
Venice aright and digested his message. Perhaps, on 
second thought, the pundits were wrong?
